DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 04/02/2008, with respect to Claims 1- 
13 & 15-22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1- 
13 & 15-22 have been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 1-13 & 15-22 disclose a method for analyzing a 
temperature indicating paint using a marker paint which contains an irreversible 
temperature indicating paint. The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest using 
a marker paint which comprises an irreversible temperature indicating marker paint as 
disclosed.
